Edmnton, Alberta.—Fight¬ 
ing again for freedom of speech 
and of the press which everyone 
thought was established for all 
time throughout the British em¬ 
pire^ democracy, but which the 
the Aberhart government now 
imperils Alberta publishers and 
editors, has almost finished pre¬ 
parations this week to battle the 
Aberhartian idea that a political 
party because it happens to hold 
oft ice, should be able to grind 
freedom of the press under its 
heel.- 

Alberta publishers have united 
to present to the supreme court 
of Canada their case for the 
maintenance of British fredom 
of speech and of the press, and 
are ready to plead their case be¬ 
fore the privy council in London 
after that. The fight is against 
so called “Accurate News and 
Information Act,” otherwise 
known as the press bill, passed 
th so-called “Accuate News and 
in October. The bill was refer¬ 
red to the courts by the federal 
government after J. C. Bowen 
lieutenant*governor of Alberta 
reserved royal assent to. 

A sample of Aberhart’s gov- 
ernent's idea of ‘‘accurate news 
and information,, was presented 
in November in an article dis¬ 
tributed by the Social Credit 
board’s propaganda bureau. The 
aril cle was devoted to the press 
bill itself. 

“We are in the midst of a 
fight in which we neither give 
nor expectt to receive any puart- 
er-r—a fight we must win,” pro- 
climed the introduction of the 
“The forces opposed to us have 
not really started yet. No ef¬ 
fort will be spared to add new 
fuel to a quenchless blaze and 
hell of greed, envy, lust, rvenge 
and every foul passion of the 
pit in order to stopus.” 

That's the stuff which the 
people of Alberta are paying the 
government to distibuie through 
the propaganda bureau. The 
statement itself is blatant prop- 
agada, and deliberately false. 
The fact is that no one — party 
no individual, no commercial or 
financial group—has lifted a fin¬ 
ger against the Social Credit 
party or against the government, 
except for the use of radio time 
and newspaper space which were 
right out in the open—public 
appeals to the electorate at 
large. And those broadcasts 
never yet have come close to 
equalling, in any week, the 
amount of time used by the 
Social Credit outfit. Those pub¬ 
lic appeals to reason. They are 
made on week-days, honestly 
and at full radio rates. They 
are not made on Sundays, in the 
guise of religious services and at 
religious rates. 

The rest of that article issued 
by the propaganda bureau was 
an example of every fault that 
Premier Aberhart ever ha; al¬ 
leged against the press but has 
never been able to substantiate, 
unless he included newspapers* 
quotations from his o.vn 
speeches: “falsities, misrepre¬ 
sentation*, impotent, tools of 
selfish interests.” 

The propaganda release ac¬ 
tually asserted that (ho bill Mo¬ 
ment's policy, the paper that 
there is any misstatement of 
facts with regard to the govem- 
ment's policy, thte paper that 
utters it shall, if requested to 
do so, publish a correction; the 
recond is that they shall, when 
required, disclose the source of 
their information to the chair¬ 
man of the Social Credit board.” 
,lf that second point were to be 
pressed on some occasions it 
would be highly embarrassing to 
members of the government. 
Premier Aberhart is the most 
prolific source of those state- 
mens regarding government pol¬ 
icy which Alberta daily news¬ 
papers sometimes attribute to

iTFOURTH ANNIVERSARY 
/ LETTER 

It has been the practice of the 
I hninion Experimental Station 
at Lethbridge each fall to make 
n summary of some ol* the de¬ 
velopments t licit have been made 
1,1 agricultural practice during 
Die year. This responsibility has 
been given to the Field* Hus¬ 
bandry Department at this 
jinio and so some remarks will 
be made in connection with that 
phase of farming. 

The season of 1937 has been 
very satisfactory in some parts 

Albertii but has been very 
disappointing i„ other localities. 
All of the west portion of the 
district Served by the Station 
had faiq or very good crops 
while there has been practically 
no crop in the eastern part of 
the district. 

The experience in this critical 
year l\as been valuable i n noe 
i ospcc t. It has given a very’ 
jrood test of methods that had 
previously been developed and 
naa brought forth some promis¬ 
ing new practices. 

Hie value of strip farming 
has been demonstrated very 
widely and trash covers have 
proved their effectiveness. The 
danger of depending on cover 
crops alone for protection a- 
gainst drifting even in areas 
that usually experience satis¬ 
factory rainfall was very force- 
fully shown as the combination 
of drought and grasshoppers 
last fall caused a failure of 
cover crops with the result that 
fields were left unprotected and 
almost calamitous drifting oc- 
cured. 

There seems, no doubt, that 
every locality in this territory 
must give careful attention to 
summer-fallowing prat ices that 
will develop the minimum a- 
mount of danger from drifting 



and so far strip farming and 
ploughless fallowing with care- 
iul attention to the preservation 
of trash covers seems to offer 
<lu» most protection. Cover 
crops however, have shown 
th err value again this fall as a 
help in drift control in western 
Alberta where good growth has 
been secured and danger from 
fall and winter drifting has 
been prevented on fields where 
other control protection would 
have been extremely difficult. 

One development that is tak¬ 
ing place in ploughless fallow¬ 
ing is that of giving more at- 
tonion to the development of 
machinery that will facilitate 
effective ploughless farming.

Where drifting has 
been too severe or the soil too 
hard for tho use oT cultivator 
listers, the regular deep listers 
or sulky ploughs have proved 
effective as listing implements. 
Thousands of acres have been 
listo.l sucre sfully demonstrat¬ 
ing once more that the soil can 
hr Held in place if a determined 
effort is made. 

Contour ditching or ridging 
ol steep lands is being tried on 
b..nie sub-stations to conserve 
water and prevent gullying. 
l>usiu listing for water conser¬ 
vation and drifting control is 
another interesting departure 
from previous practices. This 
was discussed in last week’s 
letter so will not be elaborated 
upon here, but is merely men¬ 
tioned to illustrate the definite 
trei | that is being made to de- 
velope conditions that will 
met our changing situations.

Fain means that some injury 
is being done the body. The 
body may suffer from certain 
forms ol injury without exper¬ 
iencing pain. The severity ol the 
pain may have no relationship 
to the severity of the injury. 
For all practical purposes, we 
may take it as a safe guide that 
pain i s a reliable sign of danger 
in that it indicates harm or in¬ 
jury to the body. 

One form of pain with which 
most people are familial is head¬ 
ache. Headaches, like oilier 
pains, mean that something is 
wrong inside the body. There 
are many varieties of headache 
described as sharp or dull, 
frontal or occipital (front or 
back ol head), morning or even¬ 
ing. 

Headache is the most common 
symtom which we experience. 
There is practicaly no illness 
which may not give rise to 
headache. It is often the first 
evidence ol the onset of disease. 
Even more often it is the result 
of indiscretions in eating or 
drinking, lack of exercise, con¬ 
stipation, or neglect of some 
other health need of the body. 

If a headache is severe or an¬ 
noying. it is quite natural that 
relief should be sought. In many 
ways, the public are informed 
as to how relief from pain may 
be secured by tho use of this or 
that drug. Drugs however, are 
of value only when properly us¬ 
ed, that is, when prescribed by 
someone who knows the condi¬ 
tion of the patient and the ac¬ 
tion of the drugs. 


The victim of headache who 
knows that his headache has re¬ 
sulted from obvious causes 
from previous experience has 
no reason to seek medical aid. 
If it is exercise or fresh air he 
needs, then he knows where to 
get these; he can look after his 
diet and elimination if they are 
at fault. 

There is another group of per¬ 
sons who, in spite of taking 
reasonable care of their bodies 
suffer from persistent, severe 
or repeated headaches. Such a 
person is very foolish to rely 
upon self-medication. These 
forms of headache are so often 
a symptom of adnormal states 
inside the body that he should 
seek the cause rather than 
merely treat the headache. 

One ol the most common 
causes of headache is eye-strain 
which can be relieved by prop¬ 
erly-lilted glasses and in no 
other way. It is obvious that if 
a particular headache is a sym¬ 
tom of anaemia or nephritis, or 
if it is due to emotional causes, 
if the treatment is to besuccess- 
,l, l il must l>e directed towards 
the responsible cause. 

Do not overlook the possible 
seriousness of headache. Attend 
to it promptly an i properly, and 
save yourself trouble.

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These will be found to orginate 
in districts along the better 
beaten linos of travel. The seeds 
are usually of the kind that are 
easily carried by clothing and 
bedding. Officials of the Dom¬ 
inion Experimental Station at 
Swift Current, Saskatchewan 
have noted at least two import¬ 
ant additions to the weed llo,a 
of that district apparently 
brought in by these means, 
downy bronie grass and perfol¬ 
iate peppergrass. 

Downy brome grass is a very 
rapid-growing, profuse-seeding 
annual which was apparently 
introduced from Europe to 
Denver, Colorado, as packing 
material in a shipment of crock¬ 
ery. It has become a serious 
range pest in the Northwestern 
States, British Columbia, and 
Alberta, and is now invading 
southern Saskatchewan. Infe. t 
ations have been found in tour¬ 
ist camps and in spots along the 
railroad and highways where 
transients congiegatc, the eas¬ 
ily shattered heads and the 
awns making it very easily 
transported by packs, tents or 
bedding. These awns also make 
it very obnoxious to livestock 
by irritating the mouth and 
gums in the same manner a: 
wild barley. Downy brome gvasr 
is of very meagre forage value 
and its light, feathery heads 
constitute a rerious fire ha.ard 
Steps therefore should he taken 
to arrest the spread of any pat 
dies found by mowing and burn¬ 
ing before the seed has shatter-

Monda'y’s Rotary meeting in 
the United Church was address¬ 
ed by Dr. Frank Harris, Presi- 
ident of the B.Y.U., Provo, Utah, 
and world traveller, who de¬ 
lighted the Rotarians with his 
talk of world conditions leading 
up to the present Si no-Japanese 
trouble, and giving all of them 
a clearer vision of the hot spots 
in work* political situations at 
the present time. 

He mentioned that the world 
was gradually crystallizing into 
three schools of thought with 
respect to government, viz., de¬ 
mocracy, as in France, United 
States and Great Britain where 
the individual was first and the 
state secondary, then Commun¬ 
ism as in Russia, where eve** 
thing was for the state, and j 
thirdly the dictatorships as seen 
in Germany and Italy today. 
These three schools were lead¬ 
ing the thought of the world, 
and each was anxious to spread 
its doctrines, even if force were 
requird to do it. These divisions 
in forms of government, were 
the underlying causes of the 
disturbances of the past few 
years, and it was the sympathy 
of Germany and Italy for Japan, 
because like Japan they both 
wanted more territory that wa> 
making the Japanese bold and 
daring enough to launch their 
attack in China. 

Great Britain, United State? 
and France were more or less 
watching and refereeing the 
struggle, because they did not 
want war, nor did they wan 
additional territory. The issue 
may be forced into a world war 
but in the opinion of Dr. Harris 
the great Democratic nations c 
the world would prevent this as 
long as possible, some not l>eing 
ready for war, and none of them 
anxious for war. The talk was 
interesting and very instruct¬ 
ive to all present.

235,000 tons of beets 
have been delivered to the Ray¬ 
mond and Picture Butte plants 
this year a s against 200,000 
tons last year,
